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Mnuchin says ‘Trump still wants virus deal with Democrats

WASHINGTON (AP) 


— Pressed by Democrats 
to quickly negotiate a new 
coronavirus relief package, 
Treasury Secretary Steven 
Mnuchin said ‘Tuesday the 
administration remains will- 
ing to work on a bipartisan 
agreement to help small 
businesses, the unemployed, 
children and schools. Demo- 
cratic leaders in Congress are 
holding it up with hardened 
positions, he said. 

“Let’s move forward on a bi- 
partisan basis on points we 
can agree upon,” Mnuchin 
urged at a hearing by the 
House Select Subcommittee 
on the Coronavirus Crisis. 
“The president and I want to 
move forward.” 

Mnuchin made the case that 
the economy’s recovery has 
strengthened in recent weeks, 
citing improved consumer 
spending, growth in manu- 
facturing and a rebounding 
housing market. It’s the fail- 
ure of some states to reopen 
activity that is holding back 
the economy, he said. 

But Democrats insisted that 
dire economic conditions 
persist for many. “Millions 
of Americans are now facing 
eviction, debt and hunger,” 
said the panel’s chairman, 
Rep. James Clyburn, D-S.C. 
“As the pandemic drags on, 
states, cities and businesses 
are warning that more layoffs 
may be coming.” 

The subcommittee’s Demo- 
cratic staff, meanwhile, said it 
has identified lapses pointing 
to possible fraud and abuse 
in a signature piece of the 
administration’s relief effort,

the $660 billion-plus small 
business loan program — in- 
cluding more than $1 billion 
awarded to businesses that 
received multiple loans. 

The staff investigators said in 
a report that a lack of govern- 
ment oversight and account- 
ability for the program “may 
have led to billions of dollars 
being diverted to fraud, waste 
and abuse, rather than reach- 
ing small businesses truly in 
need.” With bipartisan agree- 
ment, Congress enacted an 
unprecedented $2.3 trillion 
pandemic rescue package in 
March. Now the Trump ad- 
ministration and top congres- 
sional Democrats have been 
in a monthslong stalemate 
over new relief legislation, 


with the two sides trillions of 
dollars apart. Lawmakers left 
Washington for the August 
recess without an agreement. 
The impasse left millions 
of jobless people without a 
$600-per-week pandemic 
bonus unemployment ben- 
efit that had helped families 
stay afloat, left state and local 
governments seeking fiscal 
relief high and dry, and held 
back a more than $100 billion 
school aid package. 

An estimated 27 million peo- 
ple are receiving some form 
of unemployment benefits, 
according to the Labor De- 
partment, though the figure 
may be inflated by double- 
counting by states. 

Mnuchin identified addition- 
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al spending on aid to small 
businesses as the area where 
Democrats and Republicans 
are most likely to agree. In 
sometimes sharp exchanges, 
he and Democrats on the 
panel disagreed over the state 
of the economy and traded 
blame for the impasse over 
new rescue legislation. 
Mnuchin pinned the blame 
on a refusal to compromise 
by House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi and Senate Democrat- 
ic leader Chuck Schumer. 
While touting the economy’s 
partial recovery, he acknowl- 
edged that “we have more 
work to do.” 

Still, Mnuchin showed some 
openness to negotiating and 
even agreed, under prodding 


from Rep. Maxine Waters, 
D-Calif., to phone Pelosi 
right after the hearing. 

He said he doesn’t support 
the Democrat’ position 
for $2.2 trillion in spending 
in the next package, which 
contrasts with Republicans’ 
stance of $1 trillion. He add- 
ed, however, “What's more 
important Is ... getting money 
to American workers, Ameri- 
can families, kids. There are 
tremendous areas of agree- 
ment, and that’s what we 
should be doing right away.” 
“I would publicly say I am 
willing to sit down at the ne- 
gotiating table with the speak- 
er with no conditions what- 
soever any time,” Mnuchin 
said. Pelosi this week said 
the talks faltered because ad- 
ministration officials “do not 
understand the gravity of the 
problem” facing the country. 
Under questioning from 
Democrats on the panel, 
Mnuchin again denied any 
involvement in the hiring 
of new Postmaster General 
Louis DeJoy. 

Democrats are looking into 
how DeJoy was hired as they 
scrutinize a series of opera- 
tional changes at the Postal 
Service that have resulted in 
widespread mail delays and 
fears that the agency will not 
be able to handle an expected 
surge in mail-in ballots this 
fall as a result of the corona- 
virus pandemic. 

Democrats also want to 
learn more about Mnuchin’s 
role. The Treasury chief met 
with members of the Postal 
Service Board of Governors 
while the selection of the 
new postmaster general was 
underway. 





Court blocks release of Trump tax returns amid latest appeal

NEW YORK (AP) — A 
federal appeals court on 
Tuesday blocked a New York 
prosecutor from obtaining 
Donald Trump’s tax returns 
while his lawyers continue 
to fight a subpoena seeking 
the records. The three-judge 
panel ruled after hearing 
brief arguments from both 
sides. Trump’s lawyers had 
asked for a temporary stay 
while they appeal a lower- 
court ruling that granted 
Manhattan District Attorney 
Cyrus Vance Jr.’s office ac- 
cess to ‘Irump’s tax returns. 
A lawyer for Vance’s of- 
fice had argued that further 
delays would only impede 


their investigation. “The 
question at this juncture is 
quite simple but also quite 
important,” Trump law- 
yer William Consovoy said. 
“Will the president be given 
an opportunity to appeal that 
ruling before his personal 
records are disclosed to the 
erand jury and the status 
quo is irrevocably changed?” 
Trump lawyer Jay Sekulow 
said they were pleased with 
the ruling. A message seek- 
ing comment was left with 
Vance’s spokesperson. 

A hearing on the merits of 
Trump's latest appeal will be 
held on Sept. 25 after both 
sides agreed to an expedited 
schedule. 

‘Trump’s lawyers appealed to

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Black former franchisees sue McDonald's for discrimination

More than 50 Black former 
McDonald's franchise own- 
ers are suing the burger chain, 
saying the company steered 
them to less-profitable res- 
taurants and didn't give them 
the same support and oppor- 
tunities given white franchi- 
Sees. 

The 52 plaintiffs, who owned 
around 200 U.S. stores be- 
fore being forced to sell them 
over the last decade, are seek- 
ing compensation of $4 mil- 
lion to $5 million per store, 
according to the lawsuit. The 
suit was filed Tuesday in fed- 
eral court in Chicago, where 
McDonald's is based. 
According to the lawsuit, 
McDonald's steered Black 
franchisees to stores in in- 
ner-city neighborhoods with 
lower sales volumes and 
higher security and insurance 
costs. The company would 
provide them with mislead- 
ing financial information or 
push them to decide quickly 
when a store became avail- 
able, the lawsuit says. 

Once Black franchisees 
owned a store, they would be 
asked to rebuild or remodel 
within a shorter period of 
time than white franchisees 
without the rent relief and 
other financial support given 
to white franchisees, the law- 
sult says. 

Black franchise owners were 
also denied the chance to buy 





more profitable stores in bet- 
ter neighborhoods, it says. As 
a result, the plaintiffs aver- 
aged sales of $2 million per 
year. 

By comparison, McDonald's 
average U.S. store brought 
in $2.7 million annually be- 
tween 2011 and 2016 and 
$2.9 million in 2019, the law- 
suit says. 

"Revenue is determined by 
one thing and one thing only: 
location," said James Ferraro, 
the Miami-based attorney 
representing the plaintiffs.

Ferraro 
also noted that the number 
of Black McDonald's fran- 
chisees has fallen by half over 
the last two decades. The 
chain had 377 Black franchi- 
sees in 1998; it has 186 now. 
At the same time, the num- 
ber of franchised restaurants 
has more than doubled to 
36,000. 

McDonald's Corp. denied 
the allegation and defended 
its history with Black fran- 
chisees.

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"These allegations fly in the 
face of everything we stand 
for as an organization and 
as a partner to communities 
and small business owners 
around the world," the com- 
pany said. 

"Not only do we categori- 
cally deny the allegations 
that these franchisees were 
unable to succeed because 
of any form of discrimina- 
tion by McDonald's, we are 
confident that the facts will 
show how committed we are 
to the diversity and equal op- 


portunity of the McDonald's 
System, including across our 
franchisees, suppliers and 
employees." 

McDonald's has a troubled 
history with Black franchi- 
Sees. 

In 1969, activists boycotted 
four McDonald's in Cleve- 
land until the company sold 
them to Black owners. In 
1983, a Black franchise own- 
er from Los Angeles sued 
the company for discrimina- 
tion; McDonald's eventu- 
ally paid him $4.5 million. 
In 1996, McDonald's leader- 
ship acknowledged that Black 
franchisees weren't achiev- 
ing parity with their white 
counterparts and resolved to 
make changes. Don Thomp- 
son, the company's first Black 
president and CEO, served 
from 2012 to 2015. 

But charges of discrimination 
continued. In January, two 
Black McDonald's executives 
sued the company. 

They claimed McDonald's 
shifted advertising away from 
Black customers, graded 
Black-owned stores more 
harshly than white ones and 
implemented business plans 
that had a discriminatory im- 
pact on Black franchisees. 

At the time, McDonald's said 
it disagreed with the char- 
acterization of its actions. It 
noted that 45% of its corpo- 
rate officers and all of its field 
vice presidents are people of 
color.)

BISMARCK, N.D. (AP) 
— The Army Corps of Engi- 
neers is recommending that

tiate a settlement with North 
Dakota for more than $38 
million that the state spent 
policing protests against the 
Dakota Access oil pipeline. 

In a letter obtained by The 
Associated Press, the Depart- 


ment of the Army is asking 
the Department of Justice 
to enter into settlement ne- 
gotiations with the state “to 
avoid protracted and costly 
litigation, particularly in light 
of the harm that occurred in 
this case.” 

The request comes following 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Daniel ‘Traynor’s decision 
last month to deny the fed- 
eral government’s motion to 
dismiss North Dakota’s law- 
suit seeking to recover more 
than $38 million in damages 
the state claimed from the 
monthslong pipeline protests 
almost four years ago. 

“I request that you consider 
engaging in settlement dis- 
cussions with North Da- 
kota to determine whether 
a reasonable resolution is 
within reach” Army Under 
Secretary James McPherson 
wrote in his letter to Acting 
Assistant Attorney General 
Ethan Davis. North Dakota 
Republican U.S. Sen. Kevin 


Cramer called the recom- 
mendation “very significant” 
and the right thing to do for 
the federal government. 
“North Dakota assumed all 
costs including the cleanup 
of actions facilitated by the 
Corps of Engineers,” Cramer 
said Tuesday. The state “has 
one thing in mind and that is 
to make us whole. We don’t 
go away on these things like 
everybody else.” 

The $3.8 billion pipeline has 
been moving oil from the 
Dakotas through Iowa to II- 
linois for more than three 
years. Thousands of oppo- 
nents gathered in southern 
North Dakota in 2016 and 
early 2017, camping on fed- 
eral land and often clashing 
with police. Hundreds were 
arrested over six months. 
North Dakota Attorney Gen- 
eral Wayne Stenehjem has 
long argued that the Corps 
allowed and sometimes en- 
couraged protesters to ille- 
sally camp without a federal 


permit. The Corps has said 
protesters weren’t evicted 
due to free speech reasons. 
‘Traynor, who is based in Bis- 
marck, ruled last month the 
Corps failed to comply with 
its own mandatory permit- 
ting process. 

“As a result, there was no lim- 
itation on the gathering and 
no bond available to clean up 
the spoiled environment that 
was left,” his ruling said. 
Stenehjem said he had an ap- 
pointment to speak with fed- 
eral lawyers by telephone on 
Tuesday. 

“We have made our de- 
mands,” Stenehjem said. “I 
hope they are willing to ne- 
gotiate in good faith. If not, 
we will prepare for trial.” 
Stenehjem said North Dako- 
ta has a strong case and holds 
the upper hand in negotia- 
tions now with the federal 
judge’s ruling last month. 

“I wouldn’t trade legal posi- 
tions with the Corps,” Stene-

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Officials: L.A. deputies shoot, kill Black man who dropped gun

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Los Angeles County sheriff's 
deputies shot and killed Di- 
jon Kizzee after they stopped 
the Black man on his bicycle 
for a traffic violation and he 
ran from them, punched one 
and then dropped a bundle 
that included a gun, authori- 
ties and relatives said. 

The shooting death Monday 
afternoon comes on the heels 
of a police shooting in Keno- 
sha, Wisconsin, that left Ja- 
cob Blake, who is also Black, 
paralyzed and spurred days of 
protests, reinvigorating the 
national debate on racial in- 
justice and policing. 

Kizzee's family and friends 
created a small memorial to 
the 29-year-old at the shoot- 
ing scene in the South Los 
Angeles area on Tuesday, 
leaving flowers, balloons and 
candles just feet away from 
first responders’ discarded 
blue medical gloves and 
rolled bandages. More than 
100 protesters had marched 
in the area the night before, 
some chanting "Say his name" 
and "No justice, no peace," 
the Los Angeles Times re- 
ported. 

The sheriffs department has 
not released Kizzee's name, 
but two relatives confirmed 
his identity. 

In interviews Tuesday with 
The Associated Press, rela- 
tives remembered Kizzee as 
an energetic young man with

many friends and expressed 
anger at the shooting. "You 
guys take care of dogs, you 
don't take care of us," Kizzee's 
aunt Fletcher Fair said, ad- 
dressing the sheriff's depart- 
ment. "He was a sweet and 
loving young man. He had 
his whole life ahead of him 
and it was cut short by rogue 
sheriffs." 

Kizzee's uncle Anthony 
Johnson, 33, recalled that 
the two grew up together 
and were as close as broth- 


ers. Johnson said he had of- 


ten warned his nephew that, 
as a Black man, he had to be 
especially careful. "You have 
a target on your back, just by 
being you," Johnson remem- 
bered saying as recently as a 
few weeks ago. "He was like, 
yeah, all right, uncle,' like he 
always says." 

Sheriffs Lt. Brandon Dean 
told the Los Angeles Times 
that investigators had not yet 
interviewed the two deputies 
involved, but he gave this ac- 
count: When deputies tried 
to stop the man for riding his

bicycle in violation of vehicle 
codes, he dropped his bike 
and ran. When they caught 
up to him he punched one of 
them in the face and dropped 
a bundle of clothes he was 
carrying. The deputies spot- 
ted a handgun in the bundle 
and opened fire. 

"He was in possession of a 
firearm and did assault a dep- 
uty," Dean said. 

Neighborhood resident Ar- 
lander Givens, 68, ques- 
tioned why deputies fired at 
a man who, according to the 


sheriffs official, wasn't hold- 
ing a weapon. 

"If he reached down to grab 
it, that's different," Givens 
told the Times. "But if it's on 
the ground, why shoot? That 
means he was unarmed." 
Police say the handgun was 
recovered and no deputies 
were injured. TV news he- 
licopters showed a gun near 
the body. 

Dean, in a Monday afternoon 
news conference, said inves- 
tigators had not yet inter- 
viewed witnesses or reviewed 
any surveillance or cellphone 
video. 

"Give us time to conduct our 
investigation," he said. "We 
will get all of the facts of this 
case and eventually present 
them." 


The Sheriff's Department 
said multiple agencies are in- 
vestigating. 


Fair described her nephew as 
"a mother's child," saying he 
took care of his mother after 
a car crash until her death in 
2011 from a heart attack. Af- 
ter that, he took care of his 
younger brother, Sean Jones, 
who is 18 and just graduated 
from high school. 

Pair lives near where Kizzee 
was killed and couldn't be- 
lieve the circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of her 
nephew. 

"How do you get a violation 
on a bicycle?" she asked. "I 
stayed here until they picked 
his body up. I didn't want to 
leave." 





Barr tightens rules on surveillance of political candidates

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Justice Department an- 
nounced new restrictions 
Tuesday on how it conducts 
any secret national security 
surveillance of candidates for 
federal office or their staff 
members and advisers. 

The restrictions, announced 
by Attorney General William 
Barr in a pair of memos, are 
part of broader changes to the 
PBI’s surveillance procedures 
implemented in response to 
problems during the 2016 in- 
vestigation into ties between 
Russia and President Donald 
Trump’s campaign. 

Coming just two months be- 
fore the presidential election, 
the changes are designed to 
ensure that law enforcement 
officials have to clear addi- 
tional hurdles before pursu- 
ing the same type of surveil- 
lance as was conducted on a 
former adviser to Trump’s 


2016 campaign. Barr is acting 
on an issue that has provoked 
loud concerns from Trump’s 
allies, who have seized on er- 
rors in the surveillance pro- 
cess to attack the underpin- 
nings of the Russia probe 
even as reports from the Jus- 
tice Department’s watchdog 
and the Senate intelligence 
committee have laid out ex- 
tensive contacts between 
Russia and Trump associates 
during the 2016 presidential 
contest. 

The policy changes con- 
cern how the FBI goes about 
seeking permission from the 
Foreign Intelligence Surveil- 
lance Court when it wants 
to eavesdrop on someone it 
suspects of being an agent of 
a foreign power, such as a po- 
tential spy or terrorist. 

The FBI has announced 
more than 40 corrective ac- 
tions after the Justice De- 
partment inspector general 
identified significant errors 


and omissions in surveillance 
applications targeting a for- 
mer Trump aide during the 
Russia probe. 

One new restriction out- 
lined Tuesday would require 
the FBI to consider briefing 
a federal candidate or staffer 
that the person is possibly 
being targeted by a foreign 
power before applying for a 
warrant from the court. No 
application for a candidate 
or staffer may be submit- 
ted unless the FBI director 
has decided that a defensive 
briefing is not appropriate 
and has said so in writing.

Duterte orders customs 
chief to shoot, kill 
drug smugglers

MANILA, Philippines (AP) — Philippine President 
Rodrigo Duterte publicly ordered the country’s top cus- 
toms official to shoot and kill drug smugglers in one of 
his most overt threats during a deadly four-year campaign 
that has been the centerpiece of his presidency. Duterte 
has steadfastly denied authorizing extrajudicial killings 
but has repeatedly and openly threatened drug dealers 
with death. He and the national police, which has led en- 
forcement of his anti-drug campaign, have said most of 
the suspects killed by police during the campaign fought 
back and threatened the lives of law enforcers. 

Duterte gave the order to Bureau of Customs Commis- 
sioner Rey Leonardo Guerrero in televised remarks from 
a Cabinet meeting on the coronavirus pandemic Monday 
night. Guerrero, a retired army general and former mili- 
tary chief of staff, was not present when Duterte spoke, 
but the president said he met Guerrero and two other of- 
ficials earlier Monday at the presidential palace in Manila. 
“Drug is still flowing inside the country through cus- 
toms,” Duterte said, adding he has earlier approved Guer- 
rero’s request for firearms. “I approved the purchase of 
firearms and until now you haven’t killed even one? I told 
him, “Shape up.” “I told him straight, Drugs is still flow- 
ing in. Pd like you to kill there ... anyway, Pll back you up 
and you won't get jailed. If it’s drugs, you shoot and kill. 
That’s the arrangement,” Duterte said without elaborat- 
ing. More than 5,700 mostly poor drug suspects have been 
killed under Duterte’s anti-drug crackdown, which has 
alarmed human rights groups and Western governments 
and sparked an examination of alleged crimes against 
humanity at the International Criminal Court. Duterte 
has vowed to continue the deadly crackdown in his re- 
maining two years in power. Human Rights Watch called 
Duterte’s order “savage.” Phil Robertson, deputy Asia di- 
rector of the U.S.-based rights group, said the U.N. Hu- 
man Rights Council, which convenes this month, should 
establish an independent international investigation into 
the killings in the Philippines. “The continuing carnage 
also explains why the international community led by the 
European Union needs to act decisively on this ongoing 
rights catastrophe in the Philippines and not be swayed 
by the government’s falsehoods about its record,” Rob- 
ertson said. Human rights groups have said their inves- 
tigations showed some suspects were killed mercilessly 
then police officers altered the scene and placed firearms 
in the victims’ hands to make it appear that they fought 
back. Police have said the rights groups and critics should 
file criminal complaints in court if they have evidence 
against officers.

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UAE's warm welcome to Israelis 
reflects changing region

ABU DHABI, United 
Arab Emirates (AP) — In 
less than 24 hours on the 
eround, Israel’s first-of-its- 
kind delegation to the Unit- 
ed Arab Emirates received 
a royal welcome that would 
have been nearly unthinkable 
just a few weeks ago. 

Dozens of Israeli officials and 
their accompanying travel- 
ing press corps got a diz- 
zying taste of Abu Dhabi’s 
glamorous hotels, historic 
landmarks and scorching cli- 
mate. The Emirati charm of- 
fensive was on full display as 
the hosts literally pulled out 
the red carpet at the airport as 
they sought to convey a new 
spirit of friendship following 
the historic U.S.-brokered 
deal to normalize relations 
between the two countries. 
Emirati diplomats in their 
traditional white garb warmly 
greeted their Israeli counter- 
parts, some wearing Jewish 
skullcaps, as they hammered 
out the initial details of agree- 
ments on a range of issues, 
including diplomacy, trade, 
science, technology and co- 
operation in countering the 
coronavirus pandemic. 

“It is a message of coexis- 
tence. It is a message of to- 
getherness and tolerance in 
the region,” said Jamal Al 
Musharakh, a senior Emirati 
Foreign Ministry official, in 
a briefing with the visiting 
reporters ‘Tuesday. “There 
are too many conflicts in the 
region and it’s high time to 
look forward to sustainable 
ways forward and hope for 


the future.” 

The overnight visit, after the 
first-ever direct commercial 
passenger flight between Is- 
rael and the UAE, marked 
the apex of an accelerating 
warming relationship that 
had been mostly clandestine 
before the surprise Aug. 13 
White House announcement 
establishing  Israeli-Emirati 
ties. Since then, telephone 
lines were quickly connected 
between the countries, the 
UABE’s ruler issued a decree 
formally ending the coun- 
try’s decades-long boycott of 
Israel and several Israeli com- 
panies signed business deals 
with Emirati counterparts. 
For the traveling journal- 
ists from Israel in tow, the 
visit offered a crash course in 
Emirati culture and hospital- 
ity and a brief window into 
a nation that had long been 
mysterious and inaccessible 
to Israeli citizens. The hosts 
arranged a private tour of the 
sparkling Louvre Abu Dhabi 
museum, with a guide high- 
lighting its Jewish-themed 
artifacts and official photog- 
raphers capturing images of 
the Israeli visitors that were 
later shared online. 

A model was put on display of 
the future Abrahamic Family 
House, a massive multi-faith 
complex under construction 
set to open by 2022. It aims 
to house a mosque, a church 
and a synagogue, and is being 
touted as the most expensive 
Jewish house of worship ever 
built. 

A lavish, multi-course dinner 
with an assortment of local 
dishes followed, with senior 


Emirati government officials 
sharing insight and anecdotes 
about their country, govern- 
ment and personal lives. Ko- 
sher food was provided to the 
observant Jews, as well as a 
ritual hand-washing station. 
On ‘Tuesday, representatives 
of the international media 
visited the Al Dhafra air base, 
where 5,000 American troops 
are stationed, to highlight 
the close Emirati-American 
military alliance. The Israeli 
journalists were taken to the 
Sheikh Zayed Grand Mosque 
and to a cultural center, with 
a nod toward potential future 
Israeli tourists. Cheery gov- 
ernment minders handed out 
souvenirs and UAE-themed 
trinkets. 

Only before departure, with 
an Israeli flag flapping on the 
Abu Dhabi Airport tarmac 
below, did Al Musharakh, the 
senior Foreign Ministry offi- 
cial, express himself publicly. 
He said the UAE remained 
committed to solidarity with 
the Palestinians yet felt com- 
pelled to move ahead none- 
theless with Israel. 

While the Palestinians say 
they feel betrayed, the UAE 
has touted the deal as a tool 
to force Israel into halting 
its contentious plan to an- 
nex parts of the West Bank 
sought by the Palestinians 
for a future state. It is also 
expected to help them ac- 
quire advanced U.S. weap- 
ons systems that have been 
previously unattainable, such 
as the F-35 fighter jet. Israel 
currently is the only country 
in the region to fly the stealth

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Facebook threatens to block news distribution in Australia

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
— Facebook threatened to 
block Australian publishers 
and individuals from sharing 
news stories on its platform 
in reaction to an Australian 
measure that could require 
it to compensate media orga- 
nizations for its use of their 
stories. 

The social network said the 
Australian move would force 
it to pay arbitrary and theo- 
retically unlimited sums for 
information that makes up 
only a small fraction of its 
Service. 

The measure would force 
Facebook to choose between 
"either removing news en- 
tirely or accepting a system 
that lets publishers charge 
us for as much content as 
they want at a price with no 
clear limits," the company's 
managing director for Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, Will 
Easton, wrote in a blog post. 
"No business can operate that 
way." Campbell Brown, a for- 
mer NBC and CNN anchor 
who is Facebook's vice presi- 
dent of global news partner- 
ships, said the cutoff threat 
"has nothing to do with our 
ongoing global commitment 
to journalism." Brown's post, 
which cited a variety of in- 
dividual Facebook programs 
intended to support news or- 
ganizations, was titled "Our 
Continued Commitment to 
Journalism." 

The threat came after a con- 
sultation period on the draft 
law ended last week and the

to work on its final wording. 
Australian Communica- 
tions Minister Paul Fletcher 
declined to say whether he 
thought Facebook would 
make good on its threat. 

"It's far from unprecedented 
for big tech companies to 
make heavy-handed threats," 
Fletcher said. 

"We will continue with our 
thorough and careful pro- 
cess, our public policy pro- 
cess, based upon the facts, 
based upon giving all stake- 
holders the chance to put 
their views," he added. 
Google, meanwhile, issued 
an open letter that cast the

potential threat to individual 
privacy and a burden that 
would degrade the quality of 
its search and YouTube video 
services, but did not threaten 
a cutoff. "Mark Zuckerberg 
is happy to let Facebook be 
a tool to spread misinforma- 
tion and fake news, but is ap- 
parently fine with Facebook 
dropping real news altogeth- 
er," John Stanton, co-founder 
of the Save Journalism Proj- 
ect, said in a statement. "Reg- 
ulators need to reign in the 
tech giants’ total domination 
of the online marketplace be- 
fore it's too late." 

Australian ‘Treasurer Josh 
Frydenberg said the proposed 
laws would "create a more 
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sustainable media landscape 
and see payment for original 
content." 

"Australia makes laws that 
advance our national interest. 
We don't respond to coer-

CARACAS, Venezuela 
(AP) — The Trump admin- 
istration said Tuesday that 
Venezuelan President Nico- 
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las Maduro should not be 
praised for releasing a few 
political opponents ahead of a 
congressional election, when 
many more opposition activ- 
ists remain in jail. 


“Restoring constitutional 
rights that were illegally tak- 
en away should not be ap- 
plauded,” the U.S. State De- 
partment said in a statement. 
“All of these prisoners should 
be released immediately and 
unconditionally.” 

The Venezuelan government 
a day earlier said it was par- 
doning 110 people, including 
opposition politicians jailed, 
living in foreign embassies in 
Caracas or driven into exile. 
Prisoner rights groups say 
that just 50 of them are what 
the opposition considers po- 
litically motivated cases. 
According to the Caracas- 
based prisoner rights group 
Poro Penal, Venezuelan jails 
hold more than 330 people 
the opposition considers po- 
litical prisoners. 

Venezuelan officials framed 
the presidential decree par- 


doning political occupants as 
a goodwill gesture to boost 
participation in a congressio- 
nal election set for Dec. 6. An 
opposition coalition led by 
U.S.-backed politician Juan 
Guaidó is mounting a boy- 
cott, calling the vote rigged. 
The U.S. leads a coalition 
of more than 50 nations that 
backed Guaidó as Venezuela's 
legitimate leader, pressuring 
Maduro to leave power. 

The State Department de- 
scribed the pardons as “token 
actions” and said conditions 
required for free and fair 
elections are clear. 

“Maduro must lift the ban 
on political parties and can- 
didates, respect Venezuelans’ 
freedom of speech and the 
press, end censorship, dis- 
band his death squads, pro- 
vide for an honest and inde- 
pendent electoral commis- 


sion, and welcome indepen- 
dent international election 
observers,” the statement 
said. The list of people par- 
doned didn't include promi- 
nent opposition leaders such 
as Leopoldo López, who re- 
mains inside a foreign ambas- 
sador’s residence in Caracas, 
or Julio Borges, a powerful 
opposition lawmaker who is 
in neighboring Colombia. 

Guaidó said the Venezuelan 
government's list included 
26 lawmakers either charged 
with crimes or jailed. He said 
Maduro’s “dictatorship” is 
using them as pawns, while 
continuing to persecute op- 
ponents. Among opposition 
lawmakers and politicians 
released from jail late Mon- 
day were Renzo Prieto, Gil- 
ber Caro and Antonio Geara.

“Pm coming back,” Roglic 
said. “We can see that I can 
race and every day Ifeli 
little better. Its nice to be 
able to ride again. I already 
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got proof that I was ready for 
the start. 

Now we need to continue 
the whole team with good 
job.” 

Bernal crossed with the 
same time as Roglic in the 
sk1 resort where Luis Ocana 
handed five-time Tour win- 
ner Eddy Merckx a resound- 
me defeat back in) 1971 
Trailing 17 seconds behind 
Alaphilippe overall, Bernal 
said the longer climbs in the 
big mountain stages that will 
come later in the race will 
be more suited to his pure 
climber’s style. 


“It is not good when another 
GC (general classification) 
rider takes some seconds, 
but you need to be really 
patient and to know that 
our aim is to reach the third 
week without losing too 
much time, and then try and 
regain a bit of time on the 
long climbs,” he said. 

“For us, it will be all about 
minimizing the time lost 
and arriving as fresh as we 
can for the last week.”

The sextet did not collabo- 
rate well as German Nils 
Politt tried to drop his com- 
panions twice in downhills. 
As he ticed to bridge the 
gap, Belgian Ties; Benoot 
escaped unscathed from a 
spectacular crash with 26 
kilometers left after he mis- 
judged a curve and went 
over a guardrail at full speed. 
His bike was broken in two 
but he was given a replace- 
ment and returned to the 
race. 

The six breakaway riders 
were all caught by the pack 
before the final ascent. 

Stage 5 will take riders from 
Gap to Privas on a mainly 
flat route suited for sprint- 
ers.

Muguruza dedicates U.S. Open win to player with cancer 


NEW YORK (AP) — Garb- 
iñe Muguruza opened the 
second day of the U.S. Open 
by dedicating her win to a 
former top-10 player who 
had just revealed her cancer 
diagnosis. 

The No. 10 seed beat Nao 
Hibino 6-4, 6-4 in the first 
round Tuesday and thought 
about Carla Suarez Navarro, 
who share her diagnosis pub- 
licly earlier in the day. 

Suarez Navarro revealed in a 
tweeted video that she'll need 
six months of chemotherapy 
to treat Hodgkin lympho- 
ma. She dropped out of the 
Grand Slam event last month 
with plans to retire. 

"IT was expecting to see her in 
this tournament," Muguruza 
said. "You know, she's such 


a nice woman, so sweet, so 
kind, so humble. 

"I, for sure, will dedicate this 
win to her because I want her 
to feel that we are behind her, 
that I am behind her, and I 
will go and see her at some 
point when it's fine." 

Suarez Navarro, who turns 
32 on Thursday, was ranked 
as high as No. 6 and reached 
Grand Slam quarterfinals 
seven times, including at 
Flushing Meadows in 2013 
and 2018. 

"I'm fine and calm at the 
moment and willing to face 
whatever comes," she said in 
her video. 

The second day of the tour- 
nament without specta- 
tors featured several break- 
throughs and comebacks. 


Sam Querrey was knocked 
out of the first round by a 
player who missed more than 
two years because of a hip in- 
JUTY. 

Andrey Kuznetsov's 6-4, 7-5 
(6), 6-2 victory completed his 
long comeback with his first 
tour-level win since 2017. 
The Russian returned to play 
last month at a Prague Chal- 
lenger event and lost his only 
match after a two-year, sev- 
en-month layoff because of 
the hip. 

He is the first unranked 
player to win a Grand Slam 
match since Nicolas Kiefer at 
Wimbledon in 2007.

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Oil companies accused of wanting to dump plastics in Africa

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — 
The oil industry has asked 
the United States to pressure 
Kenya to change its world- 
leading stance against the 
plastic waste that litters Afri- 
ca, according to environmen- 
talists who fear the continent 
will be used as a dumping 
ground. 

The request from the Ameri- 
can Chemistry Council, 
whose members include 
major oil companies, to the 
Office of the United States 
Trade Representative came 
as the U.S and Kenya nego- 
tiate what would be the first 
U.S. bilateral trade deal with 
a country in sub-Saharan Af- 
rica. 

That deal is expected to be 
a model for others in Africa, 
and its importance helped 
lead to Kenyan President Uh- 
uru Kenyatta’s White House 
visit with President Donald 
Trump this year — a rarity 
for an African leader during 
this administration. 

Kenya three years ago im- 
posed what was praised as 
the world’s strictest ban on 
the use, manufacturing and 
import of plastic bags, part of 
growing efforts around the 
world to limit a major source 
of plastic waste. Environ- 
mentalists fear Kenya is now 
under pressure not only to 
weaken its resolve but to be- 
come a key transit point for 
plastic waste to other African 
countries. 

The April 28 letter from the 
American Chemistry Coun- 
cil’s director for international

trade, Ed Brzytwa, seen by 
The Associated Press, urges 
the U.S. and Kenya to pro- 
hibit the imposition of do- 
mestic limits on “production 
or consumption of chemi- 
cals and plastic” and on their 
cross-border trade. 

“We anticipate that Kenya 
could serve in the future as a 
hub for supplying U.S.-made 
chemicals and plastics to oth- 
er markets in Africa,” the let- 
ter says. It was first obtained 
by Unearthed, an affiliate of 
the Greenpeace environmen- 
tal organization. The council 
repeated its request in a pub- 
lic commenting session in 
June. 

China’s ban on imports of 
most plastic waste in 2018 


has forced companies to 
seek new places to send it, 
but other countries includ- 
ing African ones increasingly 
are saying they don’t want it, 
either. Plastic waste meant 
for recycling has piled up in 
dumps in Kenyan cities. 
Meanwhile, oil companies 
are under pressure as more 
countries, notably Kenya, 
aim to shift away from fossil 
fuels for their energy needs. 
The American Chemistry 
Council in a statement to the 
AP said “it is well understood 
that a bilateral trade agree- 
ment between the United 
States and Kenya will not 
override Kenya’s domestic 
approach to managing plastic 
waste or undermine its inter-

national commitments un- 
der the Basel Convention,” 
a global agreement which as 
of January will make it much 
more difficult to ship plastic 
waste to poorer countries. 
Nearly 190 countries have 
agreed to it, but not the U.S. 
The council added: “In fact, 
ACC never mentioned Ke- 
nya’s approach to single use 
plastic bags even once in our 
comments.” 

The Office of the United 
States “Trade Representative 
did not respond to a request 
for comment. A U.S. sum- 
mary of negotiating objec- 
tives issued in May included 
this: “Establish rules that will 
ensure that Kenya does not 
waive or derogate from the 


protections afforded in envi- 
ronmental laws for the pur- 
pose of encouraging trade or 
investment.” 

Kenya’s government via mul- 
tiple ministries did not com- 
ment. But Kenyan trade min- 
ister Betty Maina in com- 
ments published Tuesday by 
the local Star newspaper said 
Kenya will negotiate with 
the U.S. “guided by Kenyan 
laws” and talks continue. 
Kenya banned plastic bags in 
2017, inspiring similar bans 
in other African countries 
whose streets, waterways and 
even trees have long been 
choked with the tattered bags. 
The idea that Kenya’s gov- 
ernment might weaken or 
do away with its ban under 
pressure from the U.S. or oil 
Industry has upset the coun- 
try’s vibrant environmental 
community, which rallied 
support that also led to this 
year’s ban on other single- 
use plastics such as bottles in 
national parks, beaches and 
other protected areas. 

“They want Kenya to reverse 
its strict limits on plastics, in- 
cluding 2017 plastic bag ban! 
It’s a NO!” tweeted James 
Wakibia, who pushed hard 
for Kenya’s plastic bag ban. 
He is now campaigning for 
all East African countries to 
ban “all unnecessary single- 
use plastic.” 

Griffins Ochieng, who leads 
the Center for Environmen- 
tal Justice and Development 
in Kenya, said any attempt to 
change the laws on plastics 
would be hazardous. “Africa 
is looking like a new dump- 
ing ground, we are not going 
to allow that,” he said} 


Cuba closes off Havana to stamp out spread of coronavirus

HAVANA (AP) — Cuban 
authorities launched a strict 
15-day lockdown of Havana 
on Tuesday in order to stamp 
out the low-level but persis- 
tent spread of the novel coro- 
navirus in the capital. 
Aggressive anti-virus mea- 
sures including closing down 
air travel have virtually elimi- 
nated COVID-19 in Cuba 
with the exception of the 
capital, where cases have 
surged from a handful a day 
to dozens daily over the last 
month. Starting Tuesday, 
Havana is under a 7 p.m. to 
5 a.m. curfew. Most stores 
are barred from selling to 
shoppers from outside the 
immediate neighborhood, in 


order to prevent people from 
moving around the city. Gas 
stations cannot sell gas to pri- 
vately owned vehicles, anoth- 
er measure meant to reduce 
mobility. Police stationed on 
every road leaving Havana 
are charged with stopping 
everyone who doesn't have 
a special permit to travel, 
meant to be issued only in 
extraordinary circumstances. 
Some provinces that saw no 
new cases for weeks have be- 
sun detecting them in recent 
days, often linked to travelers 
from Havana. 

The island of 11 million has 
reported slightly more than 
4.000 cases and fewer than 
100 deaths since the start of 
the epidemic, one of the low- 
est rates in the region. The 
country made face masks

obligatory in the early stages 
of its pandemic response 
and in the first months of 
the crisis police aggressively 


fined and even jailed people 
for violations. That stance 
slackened somewhat as Ha- 
vana moved out of the first, 


strictest phase of lockdown 
in July, public transportation 
restarted and people returned 
to work. Cases began to 
climb, and the capital prov- 
ince returned to phase zero 
last month. 

But the measures failed to 
brake the rise of coronavi- 
rus, as authorities bemoaned 
widespread violations of re- 
quirements including wear- 
ing face masks, avoiding large 
gatherings and maintaining 
social distance. 

The government announced 
last week that for at least 
15 days the capital would 
be placed under the strict- 
est measures to date. They 
include fines of more than 
$80 per violation, more than 
double the average monthly 


wage. LÌ
